Merrimack Valley Bible School Convention Celebrated Event 
With All Day Session at Baptist Church. Ad- 
dresses by Many Prominent Speakers. 


The Merrimack Valley Bible School Convention observed its fiftieth annual 
meeting, the “golden anniversary,” with an all-day session at the Baptist Church 
Wednesday, delegates being present from Boston, Lowell, Lawrence and Haver- 
hill.

MASSACHUSETTS FORESTRY 
ASSOCIATION 


The Massachusetts Forestry Associa- 
tion will present a beautiful picture 
concerning the life of Shakespeare to 
any public school in the Commonwealth, 
which plants properly three shade trees 
during the last ten days of April 1916. 
This picture which is on a card, 14 
inches by 18 inches in size, will be sent 
by the Association upon receipt of a 
letter from the headmaster, stating that 
three trees have been properly planted 
by the school. 

This is the tercentenary of Shake- 
speare and the trees, symbolical of the 
three hundred years since his death 
should be planted as a memorial to his 
life. We suggest that the graduating 
class take the responsibility of this plant- 
ing and secure this picture for its school, 
as a memento of the work of the class. 

The trees should be planted on the 
school grounds. If no space is available 
there, they may be planted in a street 
or park near by. Your City Forester 
or Tree Warden should be consulted 
as to the species to be selected and he 
should be asked to supervise the 
planting. 

Twelve Important Points in Plant- 
ing Shade Trees 


1. Select a kind of tree that will grow 
in your location.. A safe rule to follow 
in this respect is to choose a variety 
from those that are already thriving in 
your vicinity, The American Elm, Eng- 
lish Elm, Sugar Maple, Norway Maple, 
European Linden, European Sycamore, 
Red Oak and Pin Oak are among the 
best shade trees. The American Elm 
should not be planted in cities, because 
of the leopard moth. 

2. A 10 to 12 foot tree is considered 


the best size forsordingry plantings, It 
-|should be free from scars saat 


pests, such as moths, scales or borers. 
The trunk should be straight and it 
should have a single leader. 

3. When digging trees in the woods, 
be careful not to injure the roots, and 
secure as many of the fiberous ones as 
possible. Nursery grown trees are bet- 
ter because they have been transplanted 
several times and have better root 
systems. 

4. Do not allow roots to become dry, 
keep them moist and covered until you 
are ready to put them into the ground. 

5. Ragged ends cf broken roots should 
be cut off with a sharp knife. Limbs 
should be cut off close to the trunk of 
the tree to a height of seven feet from 
the ground. The other limbs should 
be pruned slightly. Make the cut just 
above a bud. The leader should not 
be cut. 

6. The soil should be a light sandy 
loam, which is smooth to the touch, 
finely grained and easily crumbled. If 
the ground taken from the hole is pure 
sand or heavy clay, it should be removed 
and good loam put in its place. 

7. Dig the hole large enough to ac- 
commodate all the roots without bend- 
ing or crowding. It should be at least 
three -feet in diameter and two and 
one-half to three feet deep. The loam 
should be packed.around the roots, by 
thoroughly stamping each shovelful. 
Two or three inches on top should be 
left loose as it will help to hold the 
moisture. Plant the tree at the same 
depth that it stood in the nursery or 
an inch or two deeper. 

8. If soil has become dry, add a few 
buckets of water to the loam as you 
plant. Trees newly planted should be 
thoroughly watered about once a week 
during dry weather. 

9. A stake 9 to 10 feet long should be 
driven 2 1-2 to 3 feet into the ground 
near the base of the tree. The end of 
the stake should be tarred or creosoted 
for about 4 feet,. or 1 foot above the 
ground. ‘Tie the tree to the stake near 
the top of the stake by means of a 
tarred rope slipped through a piece of 
three-fourth inch rubber hose about 
ten inches long, placed around the tree 
and the stake in the form of a figure 
eight. 

10. A piece of heavy wire netting one 
inch mesh, six feet long and about 
twenty inches wide should be placed 
around the tree and fastened to the 
stake with staples. The end of the 
wire should be two inches from the 
ground and should not come nearer the 
tree than two inches. The width of 
the piece of netting will vary according 
to the size of the tree and stake, and 
the .distance they are apart. Other 
forms of guards are used, but this one 
is serviceable and economical. 

11. Do not plant trees under wires. 

12. Get advice from some one who 
knows how to plant trees before you 
begin. 


By a Lake in Winter

the woods at midwinter is nowhere ‘ex- 
pressed more fully than where a sylvan 
lake or pool reflects with calm surface 
the grayness of the patient skies. 

Strained by the autumn scourings 
of the hills, and the decay of innumer- 
able leaves, the water is rarely clear and 
bright, as when it mirrors the clearer 
heavens of spring and summer. 

It gleams to the slanting light that 
strikes between denser masses of cloud 
in tints of yellowish suffusion from the 
rainscoured clay, or in a strange jade- 
green opaqueness. 

Where the naked trees upon the 
margin of the lake project the whole 
length of their reflection upon its un- 
moved water, they present an impres- 
sion of enormous columnar height, such 
as can never be equaled after the leaves 
of the summer add substance to the 
lines of their upper boughs.

There are three 
distinct political parties in Ireland. 
The what are called ‘‘Orangemen”’ in 
the north of Ireland who are utterly 
opposed to John Redmond and_ his 
Home Rulers and who in my opinion 
were wrong in the bombastic way they 
opposed the passing of the Home Rule 
bill by the British government; and Sir 
Edward Carson, who fanned into flame 
the drilling and soldier play of these 
Orangemen when by a legitimate vote of 
the people’s House of Commons Mr. 
Asquith got the Irish Home Rule bill 
put on the statute book. Sir Edward 
Carson should have been tried for high 
treason, as he said that he would lead 
those newly-made loyal north of Ireland 
soldiers and fight against the British 
government, John Redmond and Home 
Rule. The breaking out of the war with 
Germany put the Home Rule bill and 
Sir Edward Carson and all domestic 
business in the shade. Then there is a 
third party in Ireland calling themselves 
Nationalists who are opposed to John 
Redmond and his Home Rulers, and of 
course bitterly opposed to Carson and 
his Orange brigade. Let me here re- 
mark that in all the parties there are 
Protestants and Roman Cathclics— 
although in the north of Ireland there 
are more Protestants than Roman 
Catholics, yet there is a good sprinkling 
of Roman Catholics in Ulster and we 
must not forget that there are Pro- 
testants in the Home Rule camp, also 
amongst the crew who have been rais- 
ing cain for the last ten days in Dublin.

sions belongs to Scotland, and in my 
opinion he has sense enough to see that 
with a Scotch Parliament in Edinburgh 
the little cliques there would not give 
so fair play to all Scotland as the pres- 
ent House of Commons where Irish, 
Welsh, English and Scotch men elected 
by the people vote on the merits of 
questions before the house, free from 
the little cliques which they think a 
local parliament would be likely to have. 

The majority of Irishmen are born 
with an innate, bitter hatred at what 
they call the English government. Onc 
of the chief reasons for this is that the 
English Episcopalian church was made 
the State church in Ireland and until all 
this stupid, arrogant assumption of the 
State dictating to the people, either in 
Ireland, Rome or America in religious 
matters, is done away with, we are likely 
to get Haverhill and Dublin fiascos «pw 
and again. Whenever I think on the 
struggle Gladstone had to disestablish 
the Episcopal church in Ireland, I mind 
of travelling from France to the north 
of Scotland to cast my vote to help him. 
I did the same when he lost his Home 
Rule bill, and I consider myself neither 
a Fenian nor a believer in the dogmas 
of the Roman Catholic church. It 
would require a dozen musings to even 
begin to explain this vexed question of 
Ireland. Who can minister to a mind 
diseased; pluck from her heart the 
rooted sorrow. Meantime I only 
wonder at otherwise sane men like 
Mayor Curley telling us that this 
Dublin tragedy of shooting policemen, 
soldiers and civilians, men, ‘women and 
children, as testified by dignitaries of 
the Roman Catholic church in Dublin, 
is a splendid beginning of the fall of the 
British government. ‘* What fools these 
mortals be!”’

Measuring Bullet Speed 


How fast does bullet travel? - The 
highest velocity ever. given to a can- 
non ball is 1,626 feet per second. This 
is equal to a mile in little more than 
three seconds, or nearly twenty miles 
a minute. 

A rifle bullet does not travel so fast 
asa cannon ball, the average rate» be- 
ing 1,275 feet per second. This mat- 
ter of'speed is tested in a very inter- 
esting way. 

A long wooden shed is used, in 
which a distance of exactly 100 feet 
has been carefully marked off. At each 
end of this space is a stand something 
like a target, with a large circular 
opening where the bull’s eye should 
be. Across each opening is stretched 
a small electric wire, connected with a 
delicate instrument in another room. 

The rifle from which the firing is 
done is so aimed that the bullet which 
flies from it cuts both wires. Obvi- 
ously, the difference in time between 
the cutting of the two wires marks 
the speed of the bullet through that. 

When the first wire is cut an elec- 
tric current is broken and a rod falls; 
moving a pointer on a slide in its de- 
scent. The breaking of. the second 
wire acts in the same manner on an- 
other set of rods, slides and pointers. 

The difference in the marks made 
by the pointers on the slides makes it 
possible to estimate the difference in 
their time of falling, and from these 
calculations accurate figures as to 
speed are obtained. 
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Some Famous Surgeons 


The passing over to the ancestors 
recently of one of our most valued and 
influential families calls to mind that I 
meant to submit to her revisal before 
printing, this short history of the blood 
here. So I can only give a few bare, 
skeleton facts, with little of the local 
filling. —necessary for a good setting. 

John Kittredge, the ancestor, we first 


come here with his widowed mother, and 
whether she was the second wife of some 
pioneer or what her maiden name was or 
where they lived at home even, or who 
they sailed over with, nothing has yet 
come to light so far as I now have gone 
in the study of this somewhat prominent 
family. We can simply introduce him 


as holding a grant in old Cambridge 
Farms, now Billerica, in 1660, a simple, 
thrifty farmer. He married, in 1664, 
Mary Littlefield of Woburn, daughter 
of Francis, and grandchild by his will, 
of old Ralph Hill of Billerica. Like 
Henry Bodwell, our Welshman, John 
was at the head, it is said, of all bearing 
his name in the country today. Was he 
of Scandinavian origin or French? The 
grant as the later generations held it, 
seems to be nearest the Tewksbury 
section of old Billerica, set off in 1734. 
Mr. Frank Foster of Summer street, 
once owned a farm in Tewksbury very 
near part of the grant. The Oblate 
Fathers of the Roman church have an 
institution on the site of one Kittredge 
farm and the gravestones of the third 
generation are still intact in the old 
cemetery near. 

The eldest son, John, of John (1) was 
the first surgeon of the famous line. 
Perhaps the gift came from the maternal 
side. He married his stepsister, Hannah 
French, as his widowed mother took for 
her second after the death of John (1) 
in 1676, John French, sot of Lt. Wil- 
liam, in 1678, and died in 1719 at 
seventy-three.’ 

There -is-alittle puzzle not-yet solved 
about a second marriage of John (2) 
also to a Hannah Abbott of Andover; 
who she was we have not yet found or if 
she did not really marry John’s brother 
James (2) or even a Kidder. Some dis- 
agreement in the records of both towns 
which can only be solved by getting all 
court papers for three generations, 
must be left to a Kittredge historian of 
whom I have yet to hear. 

It so happened that Hannah French’s 
sister Elizabeth, came to Andover as 
the wife of Thomas Abbott, eldest son 
of Captain Thomas .Abbott of the 
Rowley line, who lived near the present 
site of the Kittredge mansion in the old 
Abbott homestead of his father. They 
had but one son who died in youth, and 
so they resolved to adopt their nephew, 
young John Kittredge (3), hoping as he 
too set out to be a surgeon like his 
father that we might gain a valuable 
citizen. After their death he was to take 
the homestead. But Uncle Tom was 
here till 1753, his wife dying in 1754, 
while John the nephew died in 1753 at 
sixty-eight, near the time he was to take 
over his inheritance. 

On pages 157-160 of ‘“Bailey’s 
Sketches” she refers to the family. 
She tells of his coming here, this John 
(4), son of the elder man, about 1740, 
living in a house that stood near the 
machine shop once. He held onto the 
grants of the Abbott homestead and 
soon annexed by purchase many more 
good lots. They were all as good 
farmers as doctors. Chirurgeons or 
surgeons in the early days, besides set- 
ting bones, bleeding and shaving folks, 
acting as barber surgeons, were a dis- 
tinct, special class of practitioners from 
the apothecaries or herb and drug dis- 
pensers. The Kitredges besides being 
fine surgeons were specially cunning in 


mental disturbances and took people | 
into their homes, as we can see from 
saccounts in the Middlesex probates. 


The first child on record here was 
born in 1746, eight years before the cld 
Abbotts passed off the stage. Some 
land laid out in the proprietor’s books 
that fell to the Thomas Abbott Ict in 
1753, near Pine Hill and the Phelps 
place in West Andover, was set out to 
make up for a town way that was cut 
through the Abbott lot between it and 
Moses Ingalls, across Sawmill brook 
towards the Great pond. This road 
was taken off later and I suppose the 
sudden bend by the old cemetery is the 
continuation of it now to the trolley 
line. The oldest house where the Kit- 
tridges lived till 1784 was down a bit 
north of the present site on this old road, 


according to Major Abbott, the his- 


torian of the Thomas Abbott line. 


John (2) had a brother James (2) 


whose line enters Andover family 
groups. His son James (3), from whom 
was James (4) married-Abigail Stick- 
ney of a down river line that helped 
pioneer Tewksbury with Baileys, and 
Hardys from Bradford, all allied to 
Kittredges. Sarah Kittredge, his sister, 
married Abram Stickney, the brother; 
Stickney was a noted military character 
in the French wars. Some of his line 
were in the Isaac Goldsmith family 
near the Vale. The late Henry Burtt 
married for one wife Hannah Stickney 
of this line and we keep still her chil- 
dien. Arthur Bean had one for a wife, 
mother, I think, of Mrs. Laura Findlay. 
One line from James (2), Tom (3) who 
mariied his cousin Joan (3), daughter 
of his uncle John (2), I studied. While 
absent from home on one windy day 
his women folks started a bonfire far 
from the house and two small kids left 
alone also started one, set the house 
afire and burned themselves in_ it. 
Something was always happening to 
James (2) line. Three sons of John (1) 
died single or childless, so most of the 
families are from the John (2) line. 
After muckestudy of the crisscross nam-~- 
ing of the sons, I evolved for a Reading

Northfield for 1916 


W. R. Moody, president of the 
Northfield Schools, and son of Dwight

Rev. Samuel C. Beane, D.D. 


Dr. Beane, who died at his home in 
Grafton, Mass., on Tuesday of this 
week, in the eighty-first year of his age, 
will be pleasantly remembered by some 
as boarding in Andover in the summer 
of 1905, at the beginning of his pastorate 
over the Unitarian church in Lawrence, 
which he had taken so as to be near his 
son, Rey. Samuel C. Beane, Jr., then 
minister of the old First Church at 
North Andover. He enjoyed very much 
renewing the memories of his school 
days in Phillips Academy, over fifty 
years before, in the same class with 
Judge Bishop, Edward Lord Clark, 
George W. W. Dove, William E. Park, 
Francis G. Sanborn, John Frye Stearns, 
and others whose names are familiar. 
When the son removed his residence to 
Worcester in 1909, the father became 
pastor at Grafton, near by, and con- 
tinued in active service until he was 
nearly fourscore. He was one of the 
few survivors of his Dartmouth class of 
1858, of which he had been for several 
years the secretary. 

Dr. Beane held long and- fruitful 
pastorates én such strong churches of 
his denomination as Salem, Concord, 
N. H., and Newburyport. He was not 
only a minister of marked ability, but 
a most kindly, friendly, helpful man, 
expecting and working for the best 
things in all, and so beloved by all. The 
last sentence of a letter received from 
him a few days before his death, is 
characteristic: “‘I am picking up in 
health, and expect to enjoy the roses.”

Frugality by Order 


the British Government has “been urg- 
ing private economy. But Britons have 
not economized. Many have believed’ 
their pleasure should continue very 
much as usual. It took England a year 
to realize the seriousness of the war and 
the necessity of really national effort. 
Even after this realization there was no 
disposition to enforce that rigid economy 
which the Government deems essential 
to national efficiency. 

Orders in council are now to be issued 
which will strictly prohibit the impor- 
tation of many luxuries. The list in- 
cludes articles not extensively manu- 
factured in England, and which are 
practically not made at all in the present 
time of stress. No automobiles will be 
allowed to enter the United Kingdom 
except those ordered for public use. 
Musical instruments, fancy. goods and 
china ware are among the other for- 
bidden items. Englishmen will learn 
that it is possible to live without many 
articles which have come to be con- 
sidered essential to human happiness. 
Though the orders in council will en- 
force frugality, the definite purpose is 
quite different. The Government de- 
sires to confine the merchant marine to 
strictly useful activities. More than 
half the merchant ships of Great Britain 
are said to be directly in Government 
service. The Government seeks to com- 
pel the rest to devote themselves to 
necessary private service. Many neces- 
saries must be imported, and the carry- 
ing facilities are no more than adequate 
for this work. 

Accordingly, the old automobiles, 
pianos and dinner sets must be used for 
an indefinite period by Englishmen who 
are not satisfied with the products of 
home manufacture. The hardship is 
very small, and the benefit, both in the 
enforcement of economy and in the en- 
larged facilities for necessary foreign 
trade, may be substantial.

Those who love comfort rather than 
speed and the opportunity to get some 
idea of the outlying districts rather 
than to catch a dim glimpse of them as 
they flash past still cling to the horse.

Many retail 
business firms used automobiles for the 
delivery of goods more because of the 
advertising value of the outfit than for 
any other reason.

On the other hand, a fine pair of 
horses or a single horse, well harnessed, 
well groomed and seemingly conscious 
of beauty and strength, attracts decided 
attention in the large cities.

Watering the Oyster 


Some fish dealers add fresh water to 
oysters to increase their size. The 
oyster when put in fresh water will 
“drink” or absorb considerable water 
and will increase in size in proportion. 
As oysters are usually sold by the pint 
or quart, any increase in their size due 
to the addition of water enables the 
dealer to fill the measure with a smaller 
number of oysters. 

If four quarts of oysters and one quart 
of fresh water are placed in a container 
and the mixture allowed to stand for 
several hours, there will appear to be 
five quarts of dry: oysters, for the con- 
tainer will be full and there will be 
little or no water in sight, as it is on 
the inside of the plump, succulent look- 
ing oyster. The average purchaser has 
no means of detecting the addition of 
water. The chemist, however, by de- 
terming the amount of water in the 
oyster and comparing it with the 
amount that an oyster normally con- 
tains, can readily detect the adultera- 
‘tion.—Popular Science Monthly. 


Evolution of Rings 


When mankind attained the art of 
working: in. metals, copper rings were 
common, and as the art progressed 
and more precious metals were dis- 
covered, more and more elaborate and 
costly rings were made. Soon settings 
were placed in the broader bands, or 
it was found interesting to make a 
hoop and fit into the two ends after 
cutting a revolving disk, inscribed 
with a design.

STATE AND NATION 


TENSION MUCH RELAXED | VERMONT FOR HUGHES 


Washington, May 18.—An optimis- 
tic view of the Mexican border sit- 
uation was laid before President Wil- 
son and his cabinet by Secretary Baker 
after a long conference with General 
Scott, chief of staff. 

General Carranza and his advisers 
now understand the motives of the 
Washington government more fully 
than ever before, as a result of the 
conference at El Paso between Gen- 
erals Scott and Funston and Obre- 
gon, Baker was able to tell the 
cabinet, and tension along the inter- 
national! line has greatly relaxed. 

Scott believes that the whole situa- 
tion is less acute than it has been at 
any time since the raid on Columbus, 
N. M. 7 

Obregon, it is learned, entered the 
conference with much apprehension 
as to the real purpose of General Per- 
shing’s swift march deep into Mex- 
ico in pursuit of Villa and his raid- 
ers. In Mexican eyes, he said, it 
seemed as though a great force armed 
with cannon and all the implements 
of war could not oe moving merely 
in pursuit of one bandit chief and his 
handful of followers... Undoubtedly 
Obregon reflected fears felt in Mex- 
feo City that the expedition, was in 
reality a step toward intervention by 
the United States. 

The American conferees were able 
to convince the Mexican war minis- 
President Wilson's announcement. of 
the purpose of the expedition told the 
whole story, that its mission was 
only to disperse or capture the ban- 
dits and retyrn across the line. 

The change in Obregon'’s views was 
clearly indicated by promises he made 
at the conclusion of the conference, 
promises approvedaby Carranza, and 
which he is now carrying out, ac- 
cording to official reports from army 
officers and consular officials in Mex- 
ico. It is these pledges which are 
interpreted as forming an unwritten 
agreement. 


Langhorne Rescues Americans 

Marathon, Tex., May 18.—Major 
Langhorne and two troops of cavalry 
surrounded the Mexican bandits who 
raided Glenn Springs about 125 miles 
from the border, killing six and cap- 
turing seventy-five, according to a 
truck driver named Terry, arriving 
from Boquillas. 

According to the truck driver, the 
bandits were surrounded and did not 
put up a fight. The Americans ceased 
firing at once. The seventy-five cap- 
tured, it was said, were to be brought 
here for trial. 

In view of previous reports from 
Major Langhorne that he expected to 
catch up with the bandits, the au- 
thorities are inclined to place cred- 
ence in the report. 

Previous to overtaking the Mexi- 
cans, Langhorne’s detachment had 
rescued Jesse Deemer, the kidnapped 
storekeeper; Monroe Payne, a negro, 
and a Mexican employed by Deemer 
as a clerk. 

The cavalry horses and equipment 
captured by the bandits in their raid 
on Glenn Springs were recovered, it 
was reported. 

The briefest report of the fight at 
Ojo Azules on May 65 was that 
brought back to the advanced base Dy 
Sergeant Chicken, the oldest of the 
twenty Apache Indian scouts. No 
one with this expedition seems to 
know Chicken’s age, which is esti- 
mated variously at from 70 to 90. He 
was in the van during the pistol bat- 
tle, where his experiences were said 
to be thrilling. 

When urged to tell what he knew, 
Chicken said: “Him damn fine, fight.” 
Further details he refused to disclose. 

The high mortality of Mexican ban- 
dits in this fight, when Major Howze’s 
command killed fifty-five of them, 
was credited by officers here in part 
to the effectiveness of the new army 
automatic 45-calibre pistol. Most otf 
the fighting was done with pistols by 
the Americans, who. ran down the 
bandits at close range:

M. S. P. C. C. 


_At the semi-annual meeting of the 
directors of the Massachusetts Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil-
